New Yoiitt, April 4— By the aleamer 
Java we huva Liverpool dates of March 23. 
Mr Gladstone invited bis aupportera to attend 
a meeting at bis hoase on the 2l8t, to oon-^ 
sider their course on tho QoTernment Reform' 
Bill. Two hundred members of the House 
of Commons respondod. Gludslono recom- 
mended thai the second reading of tho bill 
pass uncbulleoged ; but if tbe clause embody- 
ing tho priociple of equal voting ia not 
abandoned, the objectionable principle ahall 
be opposed. 

Bo,ebDck said he ehould sappoit tbe second 
reading, acquiescing in Gladatone'e pro- 
posal. 

Mr Bright spoke strongly against the bill, 
as it now stands ; he supported Gladstone's 
euggoations. Brigbt's speech was very 
moderate in tone. Ho intimated his belief 
that they would have no diflicully, and tbe 
difficulty aa regards compound householders 
would be equitably adjusted if these ooii-< 
eessiona were not distinctly made; after the 
UbaDoellor of the Exchequer's f^peecb, or the 
second reading, nnolher meeting of tbo 
liberal party would be convened. It was 
tiben proposed that tbe cardinal vote be 
taken on the queatioii, and Ihe Speaker leave 
the chair, and ordered lo go into oonmittee. 
This be explained Bubstaotially to that eSecti 
A vote against a second reading would at 
the aame tiree givo tbe Goveroment ample 
opportunity of deciding v\hether it would 
insist on retaining the present backing or 
ad(ipt tliat pelicy of tbe Liberals as a 
standard. 

Qladatone intimated that he shoald pro- 
pose a larger extension of county franchise. 

A meetiog of Confederate boodholders of 
London have resolved to furoiab tbe com> 
niittce with funds to loatitata legal proceed- 
ings against the United Slates. They pro- 
test against Congrees and tbe Legislatures ol 
Souiliern Slates parsing laws to prejudice 
their rights and their contracts made with 
such States.
